1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 4, including the fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2-19- 
2007 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 , 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

For example independent 5 recites Apparatus for implementing system 
information changes ... to implement method of any of the claims Ito 4. Therefore it is 
unclear what the scope pf the claim is. 

Similarly claim 6 recites a computer program comprising program code for 
performing the steps of any claims 1 to 4. Again here, scope of the claim is unclear. 

Similarly claim 7 recites a computer program product comprising program code 
stored on a computer medium performing the method of any of claims 1 to 4. Again 
here, scope of the claim is unclear. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 , 3-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Wiberg 
et al. (US PAT: 6,628,946, filed 5-18-2000, hereinafter Wiberg). 

Regarding claim 1 , Wiberg discloses a method for implementing system 
information changes in a mobile communication systems, the system comprising a • 
network of plurality of cells and at least one user equipment (30, fig. 1 ), the method 
comprising, in the user equipment device: causing the user equipment (30, fig. 1 ) to 
read Master Information Block of the broadcast system information when the user 
equipment has configured a Paging Channel (PCH), or Forward Access Channel 
(FACH) after cell selection (fig. 10) and when the Master Information Block indicates a 
change in the system information, acquiring the updated system information (col. 17 
line, 36 -col. 18. line 22). 

Regarding claims 3-4, Wiberg further teaches the following: user equipment is 
arranged to read the Master Information Block at intervals following configuration of 
PCH or FACH until expiry of maximum possible system information change deferred 
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time , wherein reading a Master Information Block of the broadcast system information 
and detecting system information changes comprises reading and processing the 
Master Information block (col. 17 line, 36 - col. 18, line 22; col. 13, line 55 - col. 14, line 
1 5; col. 1 5 lines 30-39; claim 27). 

Regarding claims 5-7, Wiberg further teaches: Apparatus (fig. 1) for 
implementing system information changes in a mobile telecommunication system 
according to UMTS standard, the system comprising a network of a plurality of cells and 
at least one user equipment device (30, fig. 1), the user equipment device being 
arranged in use, to implement the method of any of the claims 1 to 4 (figs, 1,10; col. 17 
line, 36 - col. 18, line 22), a computer program comprising program code for performing 
steps of any of claims 1 to 4, a computer program product comprising program code on 
a computer readable medium for performing the method of any of the claims 1 to 4 (col. 
16 lines 13-42; col. 17 line, 36 - col. 18, line 22).
